Aid To Russia Deal 
M ay Be Big Political 
M eat During 1950

their inquiry may become a hot

these two developments were not 
related, but reports persisted that 
the committee may 
renew 
its 
once-abandoned effort to obtain 
records of a court action in New 
York by the Canadian govern­ 
ment in connection with uranium 
sales. 
Louis J. Russell, senior commit­ 
tee investigator, 
has 
said 
the 
probe of the Canadian angle has 
oeen “reactivated.” 
Investigators are due to return 
before the committee’s next hear­ 
ing December 19, when two for­ 
mer 
minor 
officials connected 
with the Lend-Lease program 
are to be quizzed. 
On that date, also, the commit­ 
tee may reach a final decision on 
former Vice President Henry A 
Wallace’s request for a hearing 
Last night Wallace objected 
to the committee’s delay m hear­ 
ing him. He told the committee 
the delay made the committee “a 
party to this attem pt at charac­ 
ter assassination.” 
Russell told the committee last

a 
Canadian 
company 
supplied 1,000 pounds of uranium 
compounds for shipment to the 
Soviet union. Later, he said, the 
Canadian government filed a civil 
action in New York against an 
official of the company but the 
court records 
were 
impounded 
following settlem ent of the case. 
The committee tried to get 
the records once before, Russell 
said, but gave up when the State 
departm ent intervened “in the in­ 
terest of the national security of 
Canada.” 
Confirmation of the Canadian 
uranium sales, about which the 
committee has received previous 
testimony, came yesterday from 
C. D. Howe, trade minister of Ot­ 
tawa.

Rich Bulgarian 7th 
In Trials To Confess 


SOFIA, 
Bulgaria, 
Dec. 
9, — 
(A P)—One of Bulgaria’s richest 
men admitted on trial today that 
he joined the Communist party 
World War II, 
then 
recruited 
former industrialists for an anti 
Russian sabotage program that 
cost his country’s economy more 
than $45,000,000. 
Ivan Gevrenov, 65, entered the 
seventh guilty plea in Bulgaria’s 
trial of 11 former government 
and business leaders on charges 
of treason, and espionage and 
sabotage. 
All are accused of plotting to 
take Bulgaria out of the Russian 
orbit and put it under the influ­ 
ence of Yugoslav Prem ier M ar­ 
shal Tito. 
The government called Gevre­ 
nov, who once headed Bulgaria’s 
rubber industry, one of the great­ 
est saboteurs in the country. 
Gevrenov told the court today 
that in 1947 he supplied the B rit­ 
ish intelligence service with in­ 
formation on the » production ca­ 
pacity of Bulgaria’s most impor­ 
tant industrial enterprises. Such 
information is considered a state 
secret in Communist countries. 
The industrial baron said he 
joined the Communist party aft- 
er*the Russian liberation of Bul­ 
garia in 1944.

budget,

ary, this made clear, will require 
continued deficit financing un­ 
less new taxes are levied. 
Mr. Truman has said he saw 
no way of wiping out the pres- 
pective deficit 
for 
this 
fiscal 
year of 
$5,500,000,000 
without 
higher taxes. 
He is being urged to recom­ 
mend increased levies on corpo­ 
rate profits. 
Pace would not forecast the 
size of the new budget—saying a 
final figure had not been arrived 
at—but he said it would not ex­ 
ceed 
$45,000,000,000 
compared 
with a revised budget of $43,500,- 
000,000 for 
the current fiscal 
year.

PENNEY’S 
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And Still No Jobs 


Latest figu res from the U. S. Labor dep art­ 
m ent’s Bu reau of Employment Secu rity show that 
du ring the third qu arter of the year abou t half 
a million persons u sed u p the last of their u n­ 
employment compensation. 
This followed a rise from 369 ,000 to 423,000 in 
the first and second qu arters. The highest total 
of u sed-u p u nemployment compensation accou nts 
in any qu arter du ring 19 48 was 250,000. 
In view of the probability that this statistic 
may k eep on getting larger, it looms as the next 
prim e sou rce of statistical confu sion in the cou n­ 
try. It will be pointed to as an excu se for all 
k inds of things that government officials and 
their political allies wou ld lik e to do if they had 
an excu se. 
Before they tak e u p the hu e and cry, however, 
they shou ld be ask ed to explain exactly what they 
think u nemployment compensation was intended 
to be and to do when it was set u p as a new na­ 
tional policy some 
12 years ago. 
Some of the evidently think it was a form of 
pu mp-priming. That isn’t so. u was su pposed 
to tide over an u nemployed work er while he was 
look ing for a job. If he hadn t fou nd one when 
he had u sed u p his claim, he wou ld have to 
qu alify for relief. It was solely for the benefit 
of persons look ing for work and hoping to find 
it—not avoid it. 
In the meantime, bu reau crats have done some 
astonishing things with the intent of the intent 
of the original system of u nemployment com­ 
pensation—things which threaten to give the 
system a black eye and do narm to bona fide 
work ers whose rights to u nemployment com­ 
pensation are being jeopardized by chiselers and 
giveaway artists. 


Politicos In Exile 


The arrival in this cou ntry of Li Tsu ng-Jen, 
acting president of Nationalist China, helps to 
clear u p popu lar confu sion abou t Chinese policy. 
President Li su cceeded Chiang Kai-Shek , when 
the latter went into exile in Formosa. The two 
men are opposed to each other, reflecting in their 
opposition the fact there was no ability to gov­ 
ern in the Nationalist regime. 
Chiang, it is ru mored, now may tak e over the 
acting presidency of Nationalist China from the 
now absent acting president. If so, he wou ld be 
forced to govern from some point ou tside China. 
Neither he nor Li can retu rn to China. 
The great difficu lty which Americans meet 
when they try to u nderstand the issu e of their 
own government’s Chinese policy is the absence 
of a Chinese government, other than that which 
asserts itself in the name of the Commu nist party. 
They do not u nderstand that the su ccess of the 
Commu nist m ilitary campaign in China has wiped 
ou t the possibility of opposing Commu nism in 
China throu gh the Chinese themselves. 
’ Undou btedly there are millions of Chinese po­ 
tentially willing to resist the Commu nists who 
have tak en control of*the k ey areas of their vast 
cou ntry. 
Bu t withou t leadership, they are help­ 
less. And withou t leadership in China capable of 
opposing the Commu nists, the United States gov­ 
ernm ent is helpless, too, for all immediate p u r­ 
poses. 


Keep Them Talking 
The most interesting immediate resu lt of the 
sniffing expeditions hastily organized in the wak e 
of a form er Air Force officer’s charge that Ru s­ 
sians took everything bu t the k itchen sink when 
they had the ru n of the cou ntry du ring the w ar 
is a bu zz of postponed discu ssion. 
Before it dies down, all sorts of things p rev­ 
iou sly k ept qu iet may be brou ght into the open. 
Americans may get some u nexpected light on 
obscu re m atters that never wou ld have been m en­ 
tioned by those who k new abou t them if someone 
hadn’t spilled the beans. It will be in the pu blic 
interest to k eep the bean spillers talk ing. 
A great many things had to be tak en on faith 
du ring World War II becau se that’s the way they 
were presented by pu blic officials. 
A man lik e 
Henry A. Wallace, for example, had to be tak en 
on faith. Even thou gh he was vice president of 
the United States, it tak es a lot of faith some­ 
times—and when he became the darling , of the 
Commu nists in 1948 it was clear that he betrayed 
the faith. 
The late H arry Hopk ins was a drain on faith, 
too. 
His patriotism was above reproach, bu t not 
his ju dgment. The credo that Frank lin D. Roose­ 
velt was solely competent to deal with Josef Stalin 
also took faith, as did the accompanying credo 
that Mr. Roosevelt and his administration always 
k new exactly what they were doing and therefore 
were imperviou s to dou bt. 
There is no lack of m aterial to be brou ght to 
light, to help historians mak e their ju dgments. 
What started ou t as a more or less rou tine “dis­ 
closu re” and already has become the su bject of 
congressional investigation, might grow u p into a 
first-lass airing of a lot of mu sty mu ddling.

36 Bonus Players 
Are Still Frozen 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 9 —(AP)— 
Failure of the minor leagues to 
wipe out the bonus fule affects 
36 bonus players on major lea­ 
gue rosters representing a total 
outlay of some $800,000. 
Added to this sizeable bundle 
are 185 bonus-tagged minor lea­ 
gue players to increase the total 
expenditures to well above the 
million mark. 
Leading the fight for repeal at 
the minor league’s annual con­ 
vention yesterday was Bob Car­ 
penter, President of the Phila­ 
delphia Phils, who owns more bo­ 
nus players than any other club. 
Staunchest supporters of the rule 
were Warren Giles, president of 
the Cincinnati Reds, Fred Saigh, 


Louis Browns. 
Needing 45 assenting votes of 
the 59 leagues, or three-fourths, 
the proposal to repeal the rule 
got only 32 “ yes” votes. 
There 
were 26 “ no” votes and one lea­ 
gue abstained. As a result, the 
bonus rule is here to stay—at 
least for another year.

Frank House,

($72,000); pitcher J ohnny Anto- 
nelli, Boston Braves

Budget Slash 
Urged By Byrd 


Wants Spending Cut 
Seven Billion In 1950 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 —(AP) 
—Senator Byrd 
(D-Va) 
today 
sought to lead the nation from 
the “ economic primrose path of 
indefinite deficit financing" with 
a plan calling for a $7,500,000,000 
slash in federal spending. 
Byrd issued a statement which 
was virtually an abbreviated fed 
eral budget proposal for the next 
fiscal year, ending J une 30, 19 51 
It called for government ex­ 
penses 
of only 
$36,000,000,000 
during 
that 
12rmonth' period, 
compared with Byrd’s estimate 
that expenses for fiscal 19 50 will 
total same $43,500,000,000. 
Even 
his 
proposed 
budget, 
Byrd argued, would be $2,000,- 
000,000 more than President Tru 
man’s budget for fiscal 19 48— 
“ which ended only 18 
months 
ago.” 
“ It can be achieved without 
superhuman effort,” Byrd said. 
“ It can be reached principally by 
foregoing nonessential increases 
and elimination of administrative 
inefficiency, 
extravagance 
and 
waste.” 
The senator issued the proposal 
as the latest step in his long bat­ 
tle to reduce government spend­ 
ing, which is expected to exceed 
income this year by more than 
$5,000,000,000. 
He differed sharply with Mr. 
Truman’s position that the only 
way to keep government income 
in line with outgo at this time 
is by raising taxes. 
“ To impose new taxes on top 
of the existing burdensome, and 
in many instances, almost confis­ 
catory taxation woulc} put us in a 
position where any minor busi­ 
ness decline could easily be ac­ 
celerated into a major recession,” 
he said. 
“ It is apparent that the fed­ 
eral government is headed to­ 
ward an extended era of chronic 
deficit spending which may con­ 
tinue 
until 
the 
public 
debt 
crushes us into national insolv­ 
ency,” he said. 
Byrd said Congress in J anuary 
las three choices: 
1. Increase taxes by more than 
$7,000,000,000. 
2. Hold the spending budget to 
about $36,000,000,000. 
3. “ Authorize expenditures to­ 
taling more than $7,000,000,000 in 
excess of revenue and go gayly 
along the economic primrose path 
of indefinite deficit financing.” 
The second choice—a balanced 
budget without new taxes — is 
the only wise one, he said.
